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TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT. 



(boroughs of MANHATTAN AND THE BRONX.) 

During the year ending December 31, 1899, 98,917 prisoners 
were formally arraigned in the Magistrates' Courts for that 
portion of the City included within the Boroughs of Manhattan and 
The Bronx, being the former City of New York, and all of them 
were fully heard and disposed of except 194, whose cases were 
pending when the year closed. This, however, represents but a 
portion of the work of the Magistrates. Equally as many, it not 
more, cases were investigated upon summonses upon applications 
for warrants, but which do not go upon record. The heariniis upon 
a summons is just as formal and imposes an equal amount of work 
fipon the Magistrate as if a warrant had been issued and the 
prisoner actually arrested, and in a large number of these cases the 
work is twofold greater than in the case of a large number of those 
actually arrested. But the summons cases do not go upon the 
records and therefore do not appear in the Annual Report. It is 
quite safe to say that the twelve Magistrates heard and decided 
200,000 cases during the year. They investigated the sufficiency of 
sureties in each case where a bondsman was presented and H,194 
bonds were approved, but the records do not show how many were 
actually rejected ; in many instances several bondsmen are presented 
and examined before one is found who meets the statutory require- 
ment. 

Of the arrests actually made, 93,863 were without process and 
6,054 were upon warrants. After listening to the evidence, 37,607 
prisoners were discharged and 61,116 were either held for trial at 
General or Special Sessions, or were summarily convicted and 
sentenced by the magistrates. 

As compared with 1898, the figures show a falling off of 2,294 
cases, chiefly due to the ordinance passed by the Municipal Assembly 
and approved by the Mayor which divested the Magistrates of 
jurisdiction to fine and imprison for non-payment, persons engaged 
in business requiring a municipal license who willfully or other- 
wise violate city ordinances. This took away from the Magistrates 
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all power over push-cart and other peddlers, junk dealers, hack- 
men, dealers in second-hand articles, etc., etc. 

The Magistrates ceased to proceed w ith this class of cases about 
the middle of October, and a computation for the balan« e of the 
year upon a basis of the arrests for the preceding portion gives 
2,200 cases, and practically accounts for the shortage. 

Of the total number of prisoners arraigned, 77, 127 were males 
and 21,790 were females ; and compared with 1898, the male prison- 
era were less by 5,322 and the female prisoners increased 3,028. 
The volume of female prisoners in the Second District (Jefferson 
Market) was 2,869 and in the Fourth District (Yorkville) 2,496 in ex- 
cess of 1898, and fell off 2,055 in the Third District (Essex Market). 

In the volume of business transacted the increase or diminution 
in the various districts was as follows : First District decreased 
1,438 ; Second District increased 3,472 ; Third District decreased 
7,382 ; Fourth District increased 4,971 ; Fifth District decreased 
890 ; Sixth District increased 41, and Seventh District decreased 
1,068. 

There was a falling off of female prisoners in every district 
except the Second and Fourth, in each of which there had been 
more than the usual arrests of women plying a disorderly calling 
in the public streets. 

Of the total arrests, in these two Boroughs of the city, females 
constituted a trifle over twenty- two per centum ; in 1898 they made 
up eighteen and one-half per centum. 

The figures for the year present some other interesting con- 
trasts. The number arrested for the various acts denominated as 
felonies was considerably greater than for any previous year and 
exceeded the record arrests for 1898 by 1,244 ; on the other hand, 
the arrests for crimes classified as misdemeanors were smaller in 
number than for any year since 1885. 

Grand Larceny cases were 610 more than in 1898; charges of 
Cruelty to Animals were less than in any year since 188J) ; keeping 
Disorderly Houses, 57 less than in 1898, were less than in any year 
since 1885 ; Excise arrests fell off 326, as compared with 1898, and 
were exceeded each year since 1884 ; Keeping Gambling Houses 
were less than in any year since 1885 ; arrests for violating the 
Lottery Law were 36, as compared with 141 of the previous year, 
199 for 1897, 611 for 1896 and 682 for 1895 ; there were 284 arrests 
for violating the Sanitary Code, as compared with 519 in 1898, and 
were less than in any year since 1886 ; Vagrancy complaints were

less by 1,876 than in 1808, and the convictions were less than in 
any year since 1880 ; Sabbath Law complaints upon which 262 
arrests were made, were 79 less than the previous year ; there were 
961 arrests in 1897, 802 in 1896 and 868 in 1895. 

The summary jurisdiction of the Magistrates was exercised in 
76,936 cases ; deducting from the total arrests 2,346 Suspicious 
Persons and 120 Fugitives from Justice leaves 20,517 requiring a 
final hearing at Genera! and Special Sessions, provided there had 
been in each case probable cause to believe the prisoners guilty of 
the offense charged, which was true in 8,983 instances, as compared 
with 9,616 for the previous year ; 3,869 cases were sent to General 
Sessions and 6,114 to Special Sessions. 

Including 76,936 cases of summary jurisdiction, it will be 
seen, therefore, that ninety per cent, of all the cases arising in the 
police courts were finally disposed of by the Magistrates. There 
were 61,247 convictions by the Magistrates. The great bulk of 
these cases of summary jurisdiction comes under the classification 
of disorderly conduct, which since 1892 in the police court com- 
parative tables includes conduct tending to a breach of the peace, 
intoxication, soliciting for the purpose of prostitution, permitting 
vicious dogs to run at large, some of the less aggravated cases of 
wife beating, and various other acts of infrequent occurrence. 

The arrests for simple intoxication for the year were 18,846, 
and for the previous year 18,691 ; for intoxication and disorderly 
conduct combined in one charge the arrests were this year 3,167, 
last year 4,290, and for disorderly conduct alone this year 34,666, 
last year 33,434, making in the aggregate for the present year 
66,669 cases, in which 37,9^7 convictions were obtained, and last 
year 66,416 cases, of which there were 39,919 convictions. 

From the fines imposed by the Magistrates in the exercise of 
their summary jurisdiction 

The Police Courts collected $67,721.10 

The Wardens of the Prisons collected 32,916.00 



$100,637.10 
which, with the exception of 1897, was the largest amount collected 
Iq any year from fines imposed in the police courts. The amount 
collected was $18,137 more than the total salaries of the twelve 
Magistrates. It is not possible to state, from the compiled statis- 
tics, the number of individuals from whom fines were collected so 
as to get the average amount paid by each, but it does appear that 
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15,836 persons paid $67,721.10 to the Police Clerks, averaging 
nearly $4 28 each. 

It has been customary to compile statistics as to the nativity 
of the individuals only who are held for trial or convicted in the 
Police Courts. The nativity of each person arrested, however, is 
taken and made a mntter of record. As to those held for trial or 
convicted, in comparison with 1898, the United States gained 1,834, 
Ireland lost 2,274, Germany lost 1,613, England lost 742, Scotland 
lost 130, France gained 162, Italy lost 1,197, Russia lost 1,426, 
Greece lost 656, and all other countries lost 143. 

There was an increase of 580 over last year of persons reported 
black among those held for trial or summarily convicted ; the 
number being 2,516. 

The usual comparative tables for ten years last past have been 
made out, and are as follows : 

The total number of prisoners arraigned during the year was 
98,917—77,127 males and 21,790 females— being a decrease, as com- 
pared with the preceding year, of 2,294. There were held for 
trial or summarily convicted 45,554 males and 15,562 females, mak- 
ing a total of 61,116, as compared with 67,201 last year. 194 cases 
were pending when the courts closed December 31, 1899.

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SUMMARY PROCEEDINGS. 

The summary jurisdiction of the Magistrates includes by far the 
largest majority of cases brought into these courts. Out of the 
total arrests, amounting to 98,917, the Magistrates heard and 
finally disposed of 75,935. 

DISORDERLY CONDUCT. 

The total number arrested under this liead which includes in- 
toxication and all conduct tending to a breach of the peace was 
56,669, of whom 39,414 were males, and 17,255 were females. A 
fine of from one to ten dollars or a requirement to enter into a bond 
with suflBcient surety to keep the peace for a stated period follows 
a conviction. 87,937 were convicted. The practice of combining 
intoxication with disorderly conduct in these reports began in 1892.

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SUSPICIOUS PERSONS. 

Many persons are arrested under suspicious circumstances, such 
as well-known criminals mysteriously loitering about the streets at 
night, or frequenting crowded places, or persons having property 
in their possession for which they can give no good account, nor of 
themselves. Frequently such an arrest is the first step in the 
detection of some crime in which (after investigation), if the proper 
complainant is found, a formal complaint is taken and the prisoner 
is held for trial. In many instances such an arrest prevents the 
commission of crime. During the year the total number of such 
cases amounted to 2,334.

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COURT RULES. 



RULE L 

Assignments^ to the several District Courts shall be made to 
cover a period of at least six months, and provision shall be made 
for a rotation of Magistrates holding said courts. 



RULE II. 

TIME AT WHICH COURT SHALL BE HELD. 

The several District Courts shall be opened each day at nine 
o'clock in the morning, and shall not be closed for the day before 
four o'clock in the afternoon, except on Saturdays and legal holi- 
days, when morning sessions only shall be necessary. On the day 
of general election each court shall remain open until the closing 
of the polls. The Sixth District Court may be closed at any hour 
in the afternoon whenever in the opinion of the Magistrate pre- 
siding in said Court further continuance in session is not required 
by the business for that district. 

RULE III. 

WHO TO BE IN ATTENDANCE. 

There shall be in attendance at such Courts, at such time as 
above specified, all the Clerks and Assistant Clerks assigned 
thereto, and all proper Court Officers, the Court Interpreter and the 
Stenographer (if any there be), and any violations of the above 
rules shall be reported to the Board by the Magistrate presiding. 
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RULE IV. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

The^business of said Court shall be conducted in the following 
order : 

1. Disposition of Precinct Returns. 

2. Hearing jeturns on Warrants and Summonses. 

3. Hearing and Disposition of Complaints. 

4. Examinations involving the Commitment of Children. 

5. Examinations generally. 

RULE V. 

MANNER OF KEEPING RECORDS. 

The Police Clerks shall keep, or cause to be kept, in each of 
the^Courts, the following books : 

1. The Court Record. 

2. Examination Book. 

3. Bond Book. 

4. Book of Fines. 

These books shall be arranged in manner shown by Schedules 
* '^A," ♦ "B," ♦ ''C" ajid ♦ '^D," annexed. 

RULE VI. 

Whenever, in the opinion of a Magistrate, he shall deem the 
same necessary in any complaint or proceeding before him, he shall 
apply (in writing or by telegraph, through the Captain ot one of the 
precincts of his district), to the Board of Police Commissioners for 
some intelligent and experienced person connected with the Police 
Force to attend at the Court to aid in bringing the facts in such 
case before such Magistrate. 

RULE VII. 

FINES. 

All fines, if the same be paid before full commitment, shall be 
collected by the Police Clerk in the district in which said fine was 
imposed, and by him duly entered on the record, and in a separate 
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book kept in thn Court for that purpose. Such entry in the record 
shall contain the name of the defendant, offense, amount of fine, 
when imposed, when paid and amount of payment. 

The said Police Clerks shall, each of them, on or before the 5th 
day of each and every month, prepare, or cause to be prepared, a 
written statement in accordance with the form marked Schedule 
*' E,* " which shall be verified under oath by said Clerks, and shall 
contain a full, just and true account of all the moneys received by 
them as fines or penalties for the preceding month ; and said Clerks 
shall, on or before the day last aforesaid, present such statement to 
the Comptroller of The City of New York, and shall pay over to 
him, in pursuance of section 17 of Laws of 1873, chapter 538, all 
moneys so received by them as fines and penalties. Said Police 
Clerks shall also take receipts for paid moneys, which receipts 
shall be annexed to a duplicate of said statement, and retained by 
said Clerks as vouchers. 

RULE VIIL 

CASES OF VAGRANCY. 

In cases of vagrancy, and of cases where the order of the 
Magistrate may deprive any person of his or her liberty, or impose 
a fine, such person shall appear in open court and may be heard in 
his or her defense, and produce witnesses or any competent testi- 
mony in his or her behalf, and the Magistrate shall decide each 
case from the evidence before him in court produced in such case. 



RULE IX. 

W A RRANTS. 

Warrants shall be issued to peace officers only and in the dis- 
trict in which the offense is charged to have been committed ; search 
warrants, in the district in which the place to be searched is 
situated. 

RULE X. 

The name of any prisoner discharged and the nature of every 
charge dismissed shall be entered on the records of the Magistrate 
thus dismissing or discharging the same. 
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RULE XI. 

DUTIES OF ASSISTANT OLKBKS, ETC. 

The Assistant Clerks and other assistants at each Magistrate's 
Court shall obey the reasonable directions of the Police Clerk 
assigned to said Court, subject, however, to the proper orders of 
the Magistrate presiding therein and the Board of City Magis- 
trates. 

RULE XII. 

TAKING BAIL. 

All bail bonds, recognizances and other obligations demanded 
or received by any City Magistrate Court shall be executed and 
acknowledged before a proper oflScet by the party intended to be 
bound thereby, and when executed in the presence of the Magis- 
trate taking them, he shall attest the same by his official signa- 
ture, and all sureties thereto, before being accepted as sufficient, 
shall severally subscribe and make oatn to an affidavit, in each 
case naming his residence, which must be within the State of New 
York, and specifying and locating sufficient properly owned by 
bim, and that he is worth a sum at leasi twice the amount of the 
obligation assumed by him over and above aU debts and liabilities 
against him ; and if the Magistrate has reasonable doubts about the 
sufficiency of the surety offered, he shall, in addition to such affidavit, 
make other inquiries or take additional proof as to the identity 
and responsibility of such surety, and shall in all cases reject any 
surety or sureties whom |^his judgment does not approve as 
sufficient. 

RULE xm. 

No charge, complaint or person brought before one Magistrate 
sball be sent before another, except for adequate cause, to be fully 
and at once entered upon the record kept by the Police Clerk and 
signed by the Magistrate. Whenever a prisoner is arraigned upon 
a formal complaint or deposition other than the one involving 
criminal negligence or assault wherein at the time the injured 
party is unable to appear before a Magistrate, it shall be the duty 
of such Magistrate to proceed with and finally dispose of said case, 
and no such complaint or case shall be transferred to the Magis- 
trate succeeding in term, or to any other Magistrate for hearing 
except upon the consent of such succeeding or other Magistrate. 
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RULE XIV. 

RECOGNIZANCES TO KEEP THE PEACE. 

All recognizances to keep the peace must be filed with the 
Clerk of the Court of Special Sessions on or before the fifth day of 
every month. 

RULE XV. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These rules cannot be amended, except at a regular meeting of 
the Board, and by the consent of a majority of all its members. 

RULE XVI. 

In all cases of the signing of a consent by a City Magistrate to 
the discharge of a prisoner after summary conviction and final com- 
mitment, a record thereof shall be made in the record book.

BOARD RULES. 



RULE I. 



The ofRcers of this Board shall consist of a President and a 
Secretary. 

RULE II. 

It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all the meet- 
ings of the Board. 

RULE III. 

The duties of the Secretary of said Board shall be to keep a 
full and fair set of minutes of each and every meeting of said Board 
of City Magistrates, and to make, prepare and present to the said 
Board such annual statements or reports of the business done by 
each of said City Magistrates, as is prescribed in section 14, chapter 
538, of the Laws of 1873, and also to give the proper notices to the 
members of all meetings of the Board, and such other duties as the 
Board Shall direct. 

RULE IV. 

A majority of all the members of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of all business. 

RULE V. 

Special meetings of the Board maybe held upon the request, in 
writing, of three members, but the notice for the same shall be 
issued at least twenty-four hours before the time for which such 
meeting is called, and shall state the object of such meeting. No 
other business shall be transacted at such meeting except upon the 
unanimous consent of the members present. 
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RULE VI. 

The officers of the Board shall be elected at the last regular 
meeting of the Board in December of each year, and shall hold 
office for one year from the time of their election, and until the 
appointment of their successors. A majority of all the members of 
the Board shall be necessary to a choice. 

RULE VIL 

The order of business at the meetings of the Board shall be as 
follows : 

1. Reading of the minutes of the previous meeting. 

2. Reports of Committees. 

3. Motions and resolutions. 

4. Unfinished business. 

6. Miscellaneous business. 

RULE VIIL 

The minutes of the proceedings of the Board shall at all times 
be opened for public inspection, under the care of the Secretary. 

RULE IX. 

Upon the question of the appointment of any Clerk or Clerks* 
Assistant, the members of the Board shall vote as their names are 
called by the Secretary, and the vote of each member shall be 
recorded in the minutes and the majority of the whole Board vot- 
ing together shall be required to appoint a Police Clerk, but the 
majority of the members attending any regular meeting of the 
Board may appoint Clerks' Assistants, Interpreter, Stenographers, 
and other necessary attendants, and may remove the same, except 
Police Clerks, and the Secretary shall record the vote of each 
member of the Board so voting. 

RULE X. 

No Assistant Clerk, Interpreter, or Stenographer shall be 
removed except at a regular meeting of the Board, and upon a pre- 
vious notice of five days, in writing, given to him by the Secretary, 
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specifying the cause of his. proposed removal, and an opportunity 
for an explanation by such Assistant Clerk, Interpreter or Stenog- 
rapher, in the presence of the Board, The cause of the removal of 
any such Assistant Clerk, Interpreter, or Stenographer shall be 
noticed in the minutes. 

RULE XI. 

It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings 
of the Board, and in case he shall not attend at the time appointed 
for the meeting of the Board, the Secretary shall call thQ Board to 
order, when a President pro tern, shall be appointed by iljhe Board 
until the appearance of the President. The President sh^U decide 
all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Board, and may 
substitute any other member to preside in his place during the 
meeting, or any portion of it, at which the substitution shall be 
made. ^ 

RULE XII. 

The regular meetings of the Board shall be held on the last 
Monday of every month, excepting August, at 8 o'clock p. m., 
provided that when such last Monday in any month shall fall upon 
a legal holiday such meeting shall be held upon the last Tuesday 
of such month. 

RULE XIII. 

All resolutions shall be presented in writing, with the name of 
the mover, and when presented they shall be read, but not con- 
sidered until seconded. 

RULE XIV. 

Every member who shall be present when a question is put 
shall vote for or against the same, unless excused by the Board. 
The ayes and nays shall be called and entered upon the minutes at 
the request of any member. 

RULE XV. 

No member shall speak more than once on the same question, 
nor shall any member be allowed to si)eak more than five minutes 
at any one time, upon any subject, unless by consent of the 
majority of the members present. 
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RULE XVI. 

The rules of the Legislative Assembly of the State of New 
York shall govern the proceedings of this Board, so far as the same 
are applicable and not inconsistent with any of the regular rules 
of the Board. 

RULE XVIL 

There shall be a standing committee, consisting of two Magis- 
trates, to be appointed by the President, to be known as the Com- 
mittee on Blanks and Forms, and who shall have charge of the 
preparation of such blanks and forms as may from time to time be 
necessary.
